ANOTHER STEAMER SUNK. 
IN CHBSAPRBAKE BAY. 

Battm™ore, Noy. 9.—The steamer Falcon, 
Capt. Kirby, leit this port at 4 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, for Charleston, with a full cargo 
and seven passengers. When off Barren 
Island, and about ten miles south of Sharp’s 
Isiand, she collided with the three-masted 
schooner 8. C. Tyron, Capt. Nickerson, laden 
with ice from Kennebec River for this port. 
At 10:15 the schooner sighted the steamer, and 
kept on her course under a leading breeze and 
steering a point west of north. Just before 
they met the course of the steamer was d, 


and she ran across the course of the ö 


when the coltiston occurred at 10:80. 
Tux FALCON GOES DOWN. 

The bow of the schooner struck the bull of 
the steameron a line with the mizzenmast, 
crashing through and destroying the upper 
works. As soon as they could be loosed from 
each other, Capt. Kirby steered for shoal water, 
the collisiun having occurred where the water 
was twelve fathoms; but before he proceeded 
haif amile the steamer went down. 

BOATS STOVE IN. 

All the boats of the Falcon were stove, 
though her lifeboat was made available, and 
the women and children were first put into it, 
and then the wale passengers, and sent to the 
schooner. 

THE CREW RESCUED. 

Before the boat returned the Falcon had gone 
down, and ber officers and crew, twenty-five in 
pumber, climbed into the rigging, whence the 
were reseued. 

The gchooner lay by until daylight, when she 
continued on ber course, and arrived here at 5 
o’clock this afternoon. 

THE PASSENGERS SAVED. 
The passengers lost all their clothing, except 


what they had on, The schooner was damaged 


to the extent of $500. 

The Falcon is about 600 tons burden, belongs 
to the Charieston Steamship & Railroad 
Com pany, and is worth $25,000 or $30,000. Her 
cargo was valued at about $30,000, but mach of 
that may be recoyered. She sank in seven 
fatboms of water, and her mast-heads and top- 
masts are visible. 


STRUCK AN ICEBERG. 
THE ARIZONA BADLY DAMAGED. 

Sr. Jonn, N. F., Nov. 9.—The Guion Line 
steamer Arizona, Capt. Jones, which sailed 
from New York Nov. 4 for Liverpool, put in 
here this moroing. She struck aniceberg Fri- 
day night, and stove in ber bows. No person 
was injured, and the cargo is all right. It will 
take, possibly, three weeks to repair the dam- 
age to the vessel. Some of the passengers will 
be forwarded by the steamer Caspian from St. 
John Thursday next, and the remainder will be 
sent by the Nevada, which steamer will sail 
from New York Tuesday next, and call here for 
them. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 


The disaster occurrea on Friday evening, the 


7th inst., in latitude 47, longitude 45. One of 
the officers says: We struck a large iceberg. 
The night was very dark, and the iceberg was 
not perceiyed until it was too late to lessen the 
speed of the vessel materially. The result of 
the collision was considerable damage to the 
bew, and, although it was found on examina- 
tion that there was no leakage beyond the col- 
lision bulkhead, it was covsidered more pru- 
dent to make for this port and repair the dam- 
age before proceeding. Although the shock was 
severe, and it took some time to ascertain the 
extent of the accident, ail on board behaved 
with perfect composure. No injury bas been 
sustained by either passengers, crew, or cargo. 


THE PETREL’S LOSS. 
RIGHT PAsSENGERS DROWNED. 

Nuw Brorond, Nov. 9.—The list of the fost 
on the schooner Petrel includes eight passen- 
gers, only one, Benjamin Martin, au American. 
The rest of the passengers and ail the crew were 
Portuguese. 


COLLISION. 
OFF THE CAPES OF DELAWARE. 

Lewes, Del., Nov. 8.—The steamer Champion, 
from New York for Charleston, was run into 
and sunk yesterday morning off the Caves. 
Thirty-two lives are reported lost. Twenty-five 
persons are said to de saved. The ship Lady 
Octavia, from Breakwater for New York, came 
in collision with the steamer Champion, strik- 
ing the steamer amidship, and sinking her in 
five minutes. The collision occurred twenty-five 
miles off the Capes at 4 o’clock yesterday moru- 
ing. The Lady Octavia is badly damaged, and 
is being towed to Philadelphia. The Champion

were lost is confirmed by later reports. 
collision took place thirty-five miles eastward 
of Capes May and Henlopen, just about day- 
light, at which time considerable fog lay on the 
ocean off shore. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE LOST VESSEL. 

The Campion was one of the first fron steam- 
ships launched in this country, having been built 
in 1859 at Wilmington, Del., for the late Com- 
modore Vanderbilt. Sbe had frequently 
been overhauled and repaired. and was 
considered in excellent condition. The 
steamer was rated 134. Her original ton- 
page was 1,452, but of late was 1,418. She 
bad three detks and two masts; was built in 
four compartments, and was brigantine rigged. 
Her length was 234 feet; Dreadth of beam, 31 
feet; depth of hold, B feet. She was equipped 
with a beam engine. The Champion originally 
ran to Panama. She was sold by Commodore 
Vanderbilt to the Pacitic Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, from which she was purchased about 
twelve years ago for the Charleston line. Her 
last voyage was the 269th she had made in the 
sefvice of the latter Company. The vessel never 
met with any serious mishap before, and was 
considered a remarkably lucky ship. Her value 
is variously estimated at from $125,000 to $200,- 
000. She was partly imsmred aguinst fire, but 
bad no marine insurance. 

THE SHIP LADY OCTAVIA, 
which did the damage, is an old Engtish-built 
ship, one of the first, in fact, built exclusively 
of iron. In the British Lloyds she is reported 
to be built of heavier iron, plates than the law 
now requires. The Lady Octavia was built in 
1854 in Warrington. on the east coast of En- 
gland. Sbe registered 1,172 tons, new measure- 
ment, was 200 feet long, thirty-six feet breadth 
of beam, and twenty-two feet depth of hold. 
She was last surveyed in London, and rates bigh 
in Lloyds. She was among the first of the iron 
ships built in the North of England. On the 
Ist of September she sailed from Rio Janeiro 
with a caro of coffee, clearing for Breakwater 
for orders. She anchored off Lewes, inside the 
Breakwater, on Nov. 3, and remained there antil 
the evening of the 6th, when she went to sea, 
and had been out of the harbor a comparatively 
few hours when the frightful accident took 
place. She is owned in Greenock by G. Adams 


& Co. 

The Champion was amply provided with life- 
saving appliances for 163 persons. She bad five 
metal life-boats, all equipped, one life-raft, and 
163 life- preservers. , 

STATEMENT OF THE OCTAVIA’S CAPTAIN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nor. 8—2:30 b. m.—The 
ship Lady Octavia, in collision with the steam- 
ship Champion, has arrived. Her Captain re- 
ports that he left the Delaware Breakwater at 


| 9:30 a, m. Thursday. At4a.m. Friday, forty 


miles east by north half north from Cape May, 
was run into by thes ship Champion from 
New York. The Cham@on struck us just aft 
the stern. The steamer ras so badly damaged 
that she sunk in four utes. Thirty persous 
of her crew and passengers were lost, and twen- 
ty-four saved and placed on other vessels by the 
Octavia. The First Mate of the Octavia, James 
Ferguson, was in charge of the deck at the time 
of the collision, The Octavia brought none of 

the rescued to the port. 

CAPT. JAM 

of Greenock, Master of 
the following statement: 
“My ship arrived at Delaware breakwater 
from Rio Janeiro fur orders on the 23.1 of Octo- 
ber, and sailed for New York about 10 o'clock 
Toursday night last. About a quarter past 2 
yesterday morning, when we had sailed about 
thirty miles, the collision occurred. The night 
was Clear and warm, unde moon Was shining 
brightly. We were moving at the rate of three 
and a balf or four kuots per hour. My chief 
mate reported a steamer ahead tea mioutes be 
fore the accident happened. The steamer con- 
tinued on her course and Ion mine, aud we ap- 
proached each other, but immediately before the 
crash the man on the lookout of my vessel re- 
ported the steamer’s starboard light from our 
port bow, and then ebe shifted, and her port 
light became visible, showing that sbe bad 
turned on her course. We had a man on the 
lookout constantly, but there could bave 
been no lookout on the Champion. Her 
Captain, Lockwood, subsequently told 
me that be hed altered his course a moment be- 
fore the collision, but assigned no reason for do- 
ing so, and that be did not see my ship which 
indicates that my idea in regard to the lookout 
was correct. Indeed, lwas informed that the 
man who should have been on the jookout was 
aloft loosening the sail. The ship sank in four 
minutes after the collision, aud there was a ter- 
rible panic. I at once ordered the boats lowered, 
and in fact they were in the water before the 
steamer went down. Two ot her crew jumped 
on board my ship at the time she struck. In all 
thirty persons were lost, among them the First 
Mate and five women. Twelve of the missing 
were passengers. I mean to say that the steam- 
er came at us end-on, and there was no possible 
means of avoiding her, It was impossible to 
tell the extent of her injuries, she went down 
so quickly and there was so much confusion. 
Four of the passengers and two of the crew were 
sent to New York in a bark that came alongside, 
bat I did not get their names, or the vessel they 


are on.“ 
THE BOATSWAIN’S STATEMENT. . 


The following statement in regard to the dis- 
aster is made by the boatewain of the Octavia: 
„was on the deck of the Octavia at the time of 
the collision, being one of the watch. We saw 
the steamer, but she was not heading fcr us, so 
we kept our course. All of a sudden the steam- 
er took a sheer over to port, but there did not 
appear to be anybody on her deck except one 
man, who was engaged in loosening a sail. We 
called to the steamer, but it was too late, as we 
were struck immediately. She was so close that 
two of her crew sprang over her side on our ves- 
sel. We sang out to back ber, and she did 8b, 
but three minutes afterwards she went down. 
We at once lowered a boat and picked 
up nine persons. We then went a second time, 
and picked up about thirteen more persons, 
some of whom were in the small bosts, afd 
three on a life-raft. They were erym ana 
screaming for help. The third time we went 
out no more of the wreck was to be een 

As soon as the Octavia was struck the fore 
compartment filled with water to thé depth ot 
eleven or twelve feet, but the vessel being butt 
witb tight bulkbeads, the water did not get invo 
any other portion. peo 

“The mate of the steamer, whose name, I 
think, is Leonard, of New Tork, was on the 
deck of the Champion, aud was lost. Three 
ladies and several children were ‘aso lost, and 
only one woman—the stewardess of the steamer 
—was saved.“ 

The boatswain says when the Champion was 
first seen she was im the wake of the Octavia, 
but by fast sailing she got ahead, and veering 
on ber course was in such a position at the col- 
lision that the ship struck her bow oa.

evitable. She was steering east-northeast. We 
were going south-southwest, half west. The 
ship had full sail on and headed richt at us. 
We were geing under steam and bad just set 
the fore topsail.

staying in our whole bows. I was atraid that 
my vessel would sink in almost an instant, and 
at once ordered the Firat Mate to go forward 
and see what Water, if any, the Champion was 
making, but, before he had time to return, I 


found that my ship was fast sinking. I then or- 


dered the Second Mate to get the boats in readi- 
ness, that is, to cut them loose from my ship, as 
it was fast going down, L also ordered bim to 
have the life-raft cut adrift, that it might be 
rendered useful if the steamer went down, as I 
was afraid she would give us no warning. My 
next work was to warn the lady pas- 
sengers of their great danger. I rushed 
into the cabin and cried aloud, ‘ Ladies, 
the ship is gomg down. You have not a mo- 
mentto spare. Never mind your clothing; 
come out at once.“ I believe there were but 
three ladies there, but of this [am not certain. 
None of them came out, and the only response 
I received was loud screaming and hollering. 
They could have come out very easily if they 
wished, but I suppose they 
BECAME PANIC-STRICKEN. — 

My duties talled me away, and I was still in 
bepes that the women had obeyed my sum- 
mons, but unfortunately I found out after- 
wards they had not. I believe they were all 
lost. There bas been but one female saved, and 
that is the stewardess, Catherine Cross. 

When the shio went down I was standing 
by the main rigging, and near me stood a num- 
ber of the crew. I said, Boys, save yourselves, 
and don’t mind me.’ +h of them then took 
a life-preserver and expressed their determina- 
tion to stand by me. After a few seconds I 
said, Throw the tife-raft overboard. I will 
come atterwards. Jump for your lives!“ ‘This 
was speedily, done, and they left me. i was the 
last to leav vessel, and went down with 
I soun came to the sarface again. This 
may seem strange, but it is nevertheless a 
fact. 1 kept near the surface of the 
water, und 80, I. suppose, did not 
experience the suction of the vesse! while she 
was going down. WhenI came to the top of 
the water I found myself close to the life-raft, 
on which I was pulled by those alredy there.

THE LAST I SAW OF HIM. 


He wasatried and experienced seaman, and 
had salted with me over fourteen years. He 
was a man about 48 years old, a resident of 
Brooklyn, and leaves a wife and twaghildren. 
My room, where I went just before the collision, 
adjoined the pilot-bouse. In fact, you could 
almost step from one to the other. 

“lhe Champion carried about five life-boats 
and a life-raft. 1 underst md that four passeo- 
gers and two seamen were picked up by a bark 
that came along some time after the collision. 
I bave heard since that she was a Norwegian, 
but that is all. None of us kuew her name or 
anything about ber beyond the fact that she 
was evidentiy bound north. 

rue Lady Octavia, the ship that ran into us, 
saved nine lives. We saved the rest on the life- 
raft, except, of course, those who were picked 
up by the unknown bark. 

‘The night was a beautiful starlight one, with 
a little moonlight. We were about thirty miles 
from land, from Cape Henlopen, which bore be- 
tween fifteen or sixteen miles east—vortheast of 
five fathoms bank lichtship. We were in about 
fourteen fathoms of water at the time. The last 
I saw of the Champion, or at least her wreck,the 
topmasts were about two feet out of water. 1 
would rather not just at present say auything 
about who was to blame for the collision, out I 
think the ship could have avoided it.“ 

FIRST MATE FERGUSON, 
who had the deck of the Octavia at the time of 
the collision, says: The steamer took a sheer, 
and showed me her red light for a few seconds, 
and immediately following the red light was 
shut out of my vision, and a green came iu 
view. Then 1 saw that the collision was inévit- 
able. l sung out at the top of my voice, and I 
beard a scafflmg on the steamer’s deck, 
as a number of people were 
running along it. 1 heard the order 
given on board the steamship of ‘Hard-a——.,’ 
and that was all I could df&tinguish. Whether 
it was ‘hard-a-port’ or ‘hard-a-starboard,’ 
1 don’t know. Directly afterward the steamer 
struck our vessel abait-the stern on the port 
side, stnashing her bows and cutting her three 
feet under the water, almost instantly filling 
the fore compartment. Only the water-tight 
bulkbead prevented the ship from foundering. 
I went forward on the forecastie-head, and saw 
a ship under our bow backing astern and 
A CONFUSED MASS 

of casks and wood floating about us. I gare 
the order to lower a boat in the davits to save 
life, aud told the rest of the crew to back the 
yards, which was quickly done. Before the 

t reached the steamer it sank out of sight. 
‘The boat picked up nine people, returned and 
saved eleven more. Two persous who were in 
a large boat belonging to the ill-fated vessel, 
were also saved, avd two others were saved by 
clambering inte our head gear at the moment 
of the collision.”’ 

The man on the lookout on the Octavia was 
an Austrian, and is known dy his messmates 
as Peter. Asked if he knew who was to blame. 
e answered, ** Yes; it will all come out at the 
rigut time.“ It is stated upon the authority of 
one of the crew of the Lady Octavia that the 
bark which took away four of the passengers 
and two of the crew of the Champion was the 
British bark Petit Codiac, from Sharpness for 
Pniladelohia. 

ARRIVED AT NEW YORK. 

New York, Nov. 9.—The bark Petit Codiac, 
which arrived here to-day from Gloucester via 
Delaware Breakwater, has on board tour of the 
passengers and two of the crew of the steamship 
Champion, which sank near the entrance of 
Delaware Bay on Friday morning. 

The names of these passengers are Joseph 
Mitchell, Martin Broace, C. E. Garver, aud 
Benjamin Foster, the latter colored. 


ST., CHARLES BRIDGE. 
DETAILS OF THE CATASTROPHE. 
Sr. Louis, Nov. 9.—A visit to-day to the St. 


Charles bridge, ove span of which fell last 


night, disclosed a terrible wreck and destrac- 
tion of property. The bridge proper is an iron 
Howe truss of three spans, and the truss that 
fell seems to have lost its bearing on the picrs 
on both ends at the same time, for it lies in the 
river in an almust horizontal position, and is full 
of cars, as it was before it left its rest upon the 
piers. 
THE CAUSE THE ACCIDENT 

is not known, but C. Shaller Smith, of the Bal- 
timore Bridge Company, under whose personal 
supervision the bridge was constructed, thinks 
it was occasioned by a truck or car leaving the 
track. 

Conductor Kirby, however, testified before 
the Corover’s jury this afternoon that the train 
was all right when it passed on to the bridge. 

Another theery is, the bridge was struck by 
lightning, a very heavy storm having prevalied 
about an hour before the disaster,

CURIOUS FREAK OF AN BARTHQUAKE. 
Vienna, Oct. 23.—A short time ago, it may 
be remembered, the country of the Lower Dan- 
ube, from Belgrade to Drenkova, was visited by 
an earthquake. The two short shocks then felt 
passed away without inflicting much damage. 
Now, however, information reaches us of an 
interesting phenomenon to which the earth- 
quake has given rise.

As to the veto, it was contended by Demo- 
crats in Congress that the President had no 
right to exercise it, in spite of the fact that 


the Constitution imposes no restriction upon 


this executive function. Some of the Dem- 
ocratic members maintained that the veto 
prerogative did not extend to appropriation 
bills; others, that it could not reach repeal- 
ing acts ; and still others, that it could not be 
exercised in the case of acts of Congress in- 
volving no constitutional question, though 
the proposed repeal of the Election laws 
was based upon the alleged uncon- 
stitutionality thereof. Did these 
speeches constitute an attempt “to 
deprive the President of his constitutional 
right of veto”? But.the attempt did not 
stop there. In the absence of a sufficient 
majority to pass the obnoxious legislation 
over the veto as prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion, the Democratic cabal persisted in at- 
taching the repealing acts to various appro- 
priation bills, and openly boasted that they 
would vote no supplies to enable the Presi- 
dent and his Administration to live unless he 
virtually resigned his executive function 
into their bands.

BREACH OF PROMISE, 

Within the last ten or twelve years many 
and important changes have been made in 
the laws of England. Since the new Board of 
Statute Revision Commissioners commenced 
its labors, no less than some eight thousand 
acts have been totally expurgated, and about 
three thousand more have either been amended 
or repealed. How effective the work has been 
will be understood from the fact that the en- 
tire statute law down to the end of the reign 
of WIA IV. will hereafter be contained 
in seven octavo volumes; and itis expected 
that the statutes of the present reign—by far 
the most prolific of all—will not extend be- 
youd half-a-dozen volumes. Though even 
then the English law may seem unwieldy 
and bulky to States that rejoice in codes, yet 
it will no longer be 9 shoreless sea for the 
historian and antiquarian to navigate, while 
the legal profession will be able to find in 
thirteen ordinary volumes what once used to 
be scattered through hundreds of bulky 
tomes. 

Among the reforms which have been effect- 
ed Hough the repeal of acts as alien to our 
modern world as are the flint knives of an 
early civilization now found in the drift de- 
posits, is the modification of the statute relat- 
ing to that class of actions at law which for- 
eigners have been accustomed to consider the 
special privilege of English-speaking com- 
munities. The unpoetic race whose fancy 
once called into existence the now almost 
forgotten Jom Doz and RTonanůð Roz have 
usually been looked upon as the inventors of 
the tender way of tying up the bruised shoots 
of maidenly love with a bandage of bank- 
notes. In other words, breach of promise of 
marriage cases, with their familiar accessories, 
—foolish letters, tawdry sentiment, silly 
laughter, and judicial horse-play,—were once 
believed to be the legal prerogative of the 
blonde daughters of Albion. But this has 
been changed. No such action will hereafter 
lie in England, except in eases where actual

The 
general idea which regards a breach-of- 
promise verdict as a foregone conclusion 
seemed in the main correct enough. There 
was hardly any plea short of the lady's hav- 
ing married somebody else which could avail 
to save the povkets of Mr. Pickwick’ im- 
itators, If they denied the promi i 

levity was proved at once; if they ad- 
mitted, and assigned unpleasant. dis 
coveries which made them alter their 
minds, the baseness of such allegations 
was taken as an aggravation of guilt. 
If they happened to be rich, the lady's 
loss was considered on a most liberal esti- 
mate; if they chanced to be poor, it was ob- 
vious.that the deserted one must have been 
inspired by a pure affection which deserved 
handsome pecuniary recognition. If an offer 
had been made to the defendant to com- 
promise the action and he had refused, he 
was a hardened ruffian, who would leave the 
woman he loved to starve; if, in a moment 
of weakness, he should himself have made 
overtures to a reconciliation, his guilt was 
immediately assumed, and the amount of his 
offer would probably have been doubled or 
trebled by the jury. Under these circum- 
stances it was really hardly to be wondered that 
a nervous man, with the certainty, or almost 
certainty, of defeat and heavy damages be- 
fore him, after a preliminary martyrdom of 
quizzing in court, with an aftertaste of the 
same in the daily papers, should often have 
been driven to what are popularly called 
‘rash acts,” of one kind or other. 

It is to be hoped that this reform in the 
law governing breach of promise of marriage 
actions in the English courts may be adapted 
in the American too. In ninety-nine in- 
stances out of a hundred these suits are 
brought on merely frivolous grounds, lead to 
miscarriages of justice more or less com- 
plete, and are in principle anything but 
complimentary to the sex which principally 
resorts to them. They are the cause of an 
infinity of mischief ana social disturbance, 
they pander to one of the least respectable 
of tastes,—the taste for prying into the pri- 
vate affairs of other people. A still greater 
objection against breach of promise of mar- 
riage cases is that love and courtship aro de- 
graded by them and extortion is made pos- 
sible. In very many cases the so-called 
promise should never have been made, and 
it would be the hight of folly to keep it. 
A designing woman of 30 entraps a youth of 
20. Is he to make himself wretched for life 
by such a union, or is he to be made ridicu- 
lous in open court, and muleted in heavy 
damages, for a moment of boyish weakness ? 
There is a prima facie presumption against 
the character for feminine delicacy of a 
woman who brings such a suit. Her con- 
duct as good as proves that a marriage with 
her would never be happy. 

If anything were wanted to show the ab- 
surdity of the usual breach of promise case, 
it would be the well-known fact that a good- 
looking girl invariably obtains heavier dam- 
ages than a plain one. If this were intended 
to mark the jury’s disgust at the defendant's 
bad taste, it would be intelligible. But as 
the beautiful damsel is sure to find a consoler, 
while the homely one is but too likely to be 
left in reliance upon her damages, it is clear 
that the arrangement ought to be reversed.

Bex Borten, in an interview printed in 
the New York Sun, accounts for his fourth 
defeat for Governor as follows:

GOES FOR HIS SCALP. 
To the Batter af The Tribune. 

CMO, Nov. 9.-—In your railway news of 
to-day, under the sub-heading of Hannibal 
& St. Joseph,“ I read Mr. Penfield’s extraordi- 
nary * cand.” 

When Mr. Penfiela sent his “card” to the 
Hannibal Courier, and bad the contents of it 
telegraphed to Chicago, St. Loulé, and other 
papers, in advance of tts appearance in the 
Courier, he must have counted on a continuance 
of that merciful forbearance which bas hitherto 
been extended to him by the General Passenger 
Agents of all other roads terminal with his at 
the Missouri River. During my whole railroad 
experience of thirty-two years I have never seen 
such a display of patience aswe have all ex- 
hibited under the infliction upon us of Mr.

The greatest sinner may return, 
we have borne with him, in the hope that he 
might repent and reform; or, if he is Gonstitu- 
tionally incapable of doing so, that the powers 
that be,“ and that control him ‘officially, might 
be brought to see tne mischief which he is do- 
ing, and might happily order bim peremptorily 
to taro from the error of his ways. Need I say 
that our hopes have been disappointed, and our 
patience pretty pearly exhausted! The account 
of the meeting in Kensas City on the 5th inst., 
which found Mr. Penfield guilty of various little 
games in strict disregard of the agreement of 
Sept. 12, and which account appeared in Chica- 
go, St. Louis, and Kansas City papers, was 
merely a bala recital of the result of that meet- 

If all the facts that were brought 
out at that meeting bad been reported, Mr. 
Penfield would not have ventured upon the 
publication of bis card.“ He pleads that his 
agent isa pew man and unaccustomed to the 
business, an@® hence the errors.“ as he is 
pleased to entitle them. “Errors” is a new 
and gentle name for these kind of offenses. 
This new name is Mr. Penfleld’s inveation, and 
he ought to patent it witnout delay. In civil 
life the citizen who breaks the law is not excused 
on the ground of ignorance. It is assumed that 
he knows the law,. use he ought to know it, 
because it is his duty to know it, and because 
the dangerous plea of ignorance if once ad- 
mitted would make all laws inoperative. The 
same Wise rule must apply to railway agree- 
ments. or they may as well never be made. 

But Mr. Penofield’s agent supplements Mr. 
Penfield’s excuse. This agent, at the last two 
meetings, explained fully about his newness io 
the business anc his ignorance of it, but he also 
vxplained that he never had any instructions 
about agreements or agagthing else from Mr. 
Penfield or any one else, except that be must 
get as much business as his predecessor got or 
be could not retained; and, if not told in 
s0 many wo to get the business ip the same. 
crooked way as his predevessor got it, he was 
left to iofer, and be inferred, that be was to get 
it in the same way. This gentleman pleaded 
0 ” of the most biisgful Mud, that 
useful “ignorance”? of which the poet sung, 
„Waere ignorance is bliss tis folly to be wise.“ 
According to his own showing, his “iguorance”’ 
was as dense as Mr. Penficid’s scandalous 
negleet to inetrue@ him. 

But really he did not look as ignorant as be 
claimed to Qn the contrary, he appeared 
to be a smart, intelligent gentleman, quite 
competent to perform properly the duties of 
his position, and to avoid, without any supreme 
effort on his part, the errors into which he 
so readily and conveniently falls. Ignorance’ 
is the working capital of Mr. Penfield and his 
department. At all our recent meetings Mr. 
Penfield bas developed a painfully painstaking 
degree of Ra pr yell ¢ bas known ab- 
solutely nothing of any account about his own 
business. He bas been as innocent as an un- 
born child of the slightest knowledge of any- 
thing that any of his subordinates are doing. 
Hw department seems to run not only without 
him aud entirely independent of * bus with- 
out his having any kuowledge of its ways 
which are quite contrary to what Mr. Penfield 
so cordially agrees with his competitore to do. 
Aseording to Mr. Penfield, he could not be 
farther removed from any knowledge of what 
is going on in his own offices if he were a dweller 
in Arcadia, where railways are auknown, or if 
be were as “iguorant’’ as a Hottentot. 

Mr. Penfield in the faintest way indicates bis 
opinion that the evidence against him may not 
be first-class. At the meeting Mr. Penfield was 
challenged to rebut the evidence, if be could. 
and be not only declined to do that, but be 
voted aye on every count against himself. 

On every couot the meeting found him 
“guilty.” The vote was unanimous on every 
count. and ineluded Mr. Penfield, voting him- 
self gullty every time. Mr. Penfield does not state 
the counts quite correctly, but that may be 
through ignorauee,“ or may be merely another 
“error,” or errors,“ and I sball not take up 
space with correcting him.

handsome, large, “ well-set-up” man. When 
be left West Point be is said to have dressed in 
black, to have presented a very modest exterior, 
and to have been called: the Chaplain,” but 
soon after be was not vuly to be seen always ia 
bis uniform, but wearing it with great splendor, 
with die cap on one side, and evidently 
seeking success in other fields t bose 
of war; to the end of his life he preserved a 
complexion of singular freshness. He was, 
moreover, very bearty and cordial in manner at 
all times, and when he was into action or 
in contact with the enemy re Was a serene 
and e composure about him whieh it did 
one good to see. He liked fighting, and be was 
one of the first men in the East (where there 
was at first so much 2 old timber amoog our 
Generals, from brigade commanders up to corps 
commanders) who convinced our people, in the 
army and at bome, that he “meant busivess” 
when he encoun the enemy. He hada 
most exaggerated idea of bis ewn merits and 
importance, and in ing them and in de- 
erying the claims of other soldiers bis voice was 
ready, sonorous, and voluble, His troops. were 
so good, he was bimselt so much of a fighter 
and his corps commander was so much of an old | 
woman that he found it easy to persuade many _ 
people—indeed most people—not only that he 
was a gallant soldier, which was true, but 
that be was a great soldier, which was 
not true. Whether be was particularly civil to 
newspaper correspondenta we have forgotten. 
if we ever knew, but we may bazard the con- 
ture that if be entertained those angels he 
id not entertain them unawares. He was 
about as insubordinate as a man could be who 
did not directly disobey orders. In the sum- 
mer of 1862, for instance, be used to speak of | 
McClelian, the commander of the army u which 
he bad a division, aas a baby,” and before 
a mixed company of junior officers. He was 
most positive in his assertions, and bis manner 
was so manly and attractive that his positive 
assertions were believed oftener than the facts 
warranted. He certainly did not always tell 
the truth, but his egotism was so intense that 
bis errors in this respect may have been unin- 
teutional. At any rate, he was so likable that 
we prefer to believe this. There is ground for 
supposing that he owed otion to the 
command of the Army of the Potomac 
to his assertion that if he had not 
been wounded at the Battle 
the Antietam he would have driven Lee into 
the Potomac. His testimony before the Com- 
mittee on the Conduct of the War was to the 
like effect, and vet nothing can be more untrue. 
When the firat troops of the Second Corps ar- 
rived on Hooker’s battle-field, his corps had, 
for all offensive purposes at least, ceased to 
exist. Of his failure at Cbaucellorsville we 
have beretofore spoken at length (Nation, May 
23, 1867). It is impossible not to conclude that 
Hooker’s fame bas been out of proportion to his 
merits. He failed utterly in his single great 
battle, and he never accomplished much as a 
corps commander. He was a brave man with a 
bearty love of fighting, and he was a good or- 
ganizer. He was useful as a division com- 
mander in the early days of the War, but be 
was too selfish, too burdinate, and too vain 
to continue usefal to the end in that or similar 
positions. And he was, of course, not com- 
petent to hold supreme command. 


THE CENTAL SYSTEM. 


New York Ohbjections—Weak and PFaitry 
Reasons for Abandoning the Reform. 
Northwestern Welter. 

A New Tork telegram dated the Ist of Novem- 


ber inst. says: 


After the first grain call at the Produce Exchange 
to-day, au informal meeting of the trade was held. 
at which J. H. Herrick presided. Henry T. Knee- 
land offered a resolution asking the Beard of 
Managers to rescind thelr action with regard to the 
adoption of the centai system applied to the deal- 
ings in grain. The resolution set forth that the 
cental system would seriousiy interfere with, and 
threatened to destroy. the business in options. 
Mr. Kneeland said the trade had patiently tried 
the experiment, and found it entirely impracti- 
cable. Busineas-men, he added, had no time to 
waste in making all the complex calculations 
necessary to conform to the new system. The 
country-traders could not be got te understand its 
working, and it was extreme iy difficult to educate 
out-of-town merchante. Mr. Kneeland believed 
that the effort to establish a cental system would 
not be successful without Congressiona! legisla- 
tion. The resolution was unanimously carried. A 
resolution to call January options in bushels was 
adopted. 


After baving by a large majority approved of 
the action of the Board of Managers, in making 
provisiop for the establishment of the cental as 
a standard for their dealings, ft seems rather 
strange that the New York Produce Exchange, 
or any of its members, should so soon change 
their minds, and that, too, before the experi- 
ment had been at all tried. The main pretext 
or reason given, viz.: that it would destroy thé 
trade in options, is so flimsy that we wonder any 
considerable body of men could be made to be- 
lieve it. It is not easy to see why a wheat- 
dealer cannot as readily buy or sell an 
option for 600 centals of wheat as for 
1,000 busbels. Each amounts to the 
same, and the nature of the transaction would 
in no wise be varied whether the unit of meas- 


ment be pounds, bushels, centals, or tons. And, 
even if the business in options should be entire- 
iy destroyed, as the resolutions seem to fear, 
there is no reason to suppose that the commu- 
nity at large would suffer any inconvenience. 
while it is certain and a great many would be 
benefited, for the business of dealing in options, 
or the system of wheai-gambling, bas been, and 
is to-day, one of the greates drawbacks to the 
prosperity of the wheat-raising sections of the 
country, and bas proved a very curse to thou- 
sands engaged init. One of the very best rea- 
sons for the establishment of the cental system, 
if the statements set forth in the resolutions be 
true (which they are not), is the one which is 
ebieflvy urged against it. 

It bas never been pretended thaf the change 
fromthe present system to that of the cental 
coul be made without some inconvenience and 
some mental work on the part of those whose 
business would be affected by the change. At 
the same time, the difficulty of making the 
“complex calculations” is unduly magnified, 
and will not be found so much of a monntain 
upon near approach. And, as long as the wheat- 

wert of the United States look to England 
or a market for their surplus, and as long as on 
this side of the Atlantic the bushel is used and 
on the other the cental is the standard, so long 
the “complex caiculations” have got to be 
gone through with somewhere. Ag the cental 
is based upon the decimal, or only natural, sys- 
tem of notation, and as the number of pounds in 
a oushel is merely arbitrary, baving no relation 
to any natural or known svstem, or any likeness 
to or identity with the monetary system of this 
or apy other country, there is no reason for re- 
taining it, unless, as the resoiutions set forth, 
it be the inability to learn of the country-mer- 
chante and the fears of the wheat-gamblers. 
Bath are all gammon. If the cental system 
goes into effect on the lst day of next Janu- 
ary, the date now fixed by the Board of Maaa- 
gers, it will not bé a month before every man 
who has ability enough to buy wheat and sbip 
it will understand the cental system aud base 
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ution 

them to the members. The “call” 

was proceeded with on the basis of the cental 

system, but very little trading was done. A few 

operators showed an interest in the cental, 

but it was generally treated with indifference 
by the members.

A TALK WITH BAYLEY POTTER. 


Hard Times in England—Aristocracy, Land- 
Monopaly, and Orunkenness. 
New York Tribune No, 7. 

Thomas Bayley Potter, member of Parliament 
from Rochdale, was visited at the Windsor Ho 
tel last evening by a reporter of the 7'ribune. 
Mr. Potter spoke freely and with enthusiasm in 
regard to the great object of his visit to this 
country, which be declared to be the ameliora- 
tion of the condition of the English working 
classes, by cementing as closely as possible the 
bonds of friendship between the two great 
nations. 


My travels in America, he said, have not been | 


extensive, 1 have been but little further west 
than Chicago. I traveled along the Ill mois Cen- 
tral Railroad, because I wanted to see the broad 
N I had beard so much about, and the 
elds o 


the prosperity of a great 
people. England stands ready to receive every- 
thing that America will send,—all the produce 
of the farm lands, all the manufactures, and all 
the inventions. Thus she encourages trades 
and industries and helps to build them up. But 
we must find fault with you in that you do not 
returo the favor. Engiand’s imports from this 
country amounted last year to eighty millions 
sterling, while its exports to America were only 
sixteen millions, or one-fifth the former sum. 
Our international commerce is altogether one- 
sided, and as aconsequence the poor of England 
will suffer terribly this winter. 

Our working classes cannot obtain emplov- 
ment, and are literally in a starving coadition. 
Here is a letter which I received last month 
from the poor people of my own borough, show- 
ing how extremely desperate is their present 
condition. It reads as follows; 

“We, the poor of Rochdale, send you this 
note to inform you of our deep distress. We 
are on the verge of the grave through bunger 
and want. The slackness of trade in this town 
is awful. We look to you as our advocate and 
member of Parliament, confident that you will 
do something to alleviate our sufferings, and 
we shall be in duty bound to pray for your long 
life and success. 

1 believe that this of the life of the 
working people of Engiand is not exaggerated, 
and this country might doa great deal to belp 
them by lowering its tariffs so as not to impede 
commerce. All they ask is that you take 
their goods in return for the food you furnish 
them. You are enjoying a year of exceptional 
prosperity, but there may come a reaction. 
an indication of such an event I may mention 
the decay of your shipping interests. You can- 
not afford to build ships, because your duties on 
fron are so high, and therefore your vessels are 
not seen, as they used to be, in every sea. I 
love the American flag, and would like to see it 
floating everywhere, because it is universally 
known and recognized as the emblem of liberty 
and as a great moral power. 

I wish to express my gratification at the un- 
bounded hospitalitg 1 have everywhere met at 
the bands of the American people. I was a 
‘warm advocate of the Union cause in your late 
War, and have never bad occasion to regret it. 
Your people are frank and open-bearted, while 
the Englishmen are too apt to be reserved and 
formal to strangers. Wherever I have journeyed 
1 have met with a cordial welcome. 

The source of your prosperity as a Nation is 
to be traced to the intelligence, energy. and so- 
briety of the people at large. [This can only 
refer to our native-boru population. Foreigners 
drink as badly here as in Irelana, England, or 
Germany.] I do not believe that intoxication is 
a erying evil bere, for 1 have seen very little of 
it, and have certainly had abundant opportunity 
to discover what there is. Your educational 
system is far ahead of ours, although we are 
rapidly advancmgz in that important respect. 
But the energy of Americans is truly noteworthy. 
In England the aristocrat devotes a great deal 
of time to amusement, and the laborer squan- 
ders in his leisure hours the money he finds it 
so hard to earn. Here there seems to be 
no time for hmusements, for the American 
is always at work. The Englishman strives 
after wealth that be may found an illus- 
trious famiiy, and thus money and trade are 
monopolized by afew. The American, on the 
other hand, seeks riches that he may make his 
pame immortal by founding or endowing sume 
benevolent inst.tution, and thus he benefits the 
pext-geveration. 

There must come a day in the near future 
when the lands of England will become a com- 
modity to be bought and sold, instead of being 
neld by a few monopolists, who can obtain from 
the tenant all his earnings in paywent of an ex- 
orbitant rent. 1 believe that such a result can 
easily be obtained by a closer union of our two 
great nations. We belong to the same race and 
speak the same language, and sooner or later 
we must de united. I love to quote the 
language of my friend Léngaon: “ What great 
and bappy peoples we and the Americans 
might be if we had free interchange of the 
blesaines which G bas so bdountifaily 
beatowed upon us. ‘Lhe time will come, I trust, 
and the Anglo-Saxon race will then be big 
enough to dontinate, morally and for good, the 
whole world, setting an example of sound com- 
meree and true liberty.“ To forward the ac- 
complisbment of this sublime result has been 
the only object of my visit.

Mr. Cooke met the clamor of the affrighted 
ereditors with the assurance thatif given time 
he would pay every one of them dollar for dol- 
lar; that the assets greatly exceeded the liabili-

These schools are something new, and 
people generally know nothing about them, and 
the attention of a community must be at- 
tracted before the local committees can hope for 
success. At present there are at least a dozen 
of the schools lu different parts ot the country, 
and Miss Corson says there is a growing interest 
everywhere in them. Her audiences are 
always large, and the calls for her serv- 
wes are increasing. There will shortly 
be published by the Bureau of Education of 
the Department of the Interior a report on be 
cooking schools of the country, prepared by her, 
which will give full information not only about 
the schools in America, but those * the 
present Commissioner of Education, the Hon. 
John Eaton, taking deep ſuterest in making 
domestic economy a part of the regular instruc- 
tion in girls’ schools everywhere. The New 
York school is getting along nicely, and there is 
still a demand for the pamphlet tellmwy how to 
get up “‘tifteen-cent dingers.”’

filed. The petition was adjudicated on 23d 
of November following the suspension, and Ed- 
win M. Lewis, President of the Philadeiphia 
Farmers’ & Mechanics’ Bank, was appointed 
Receiver. 

Mr. Lewis first put the estate of the firm in 3 
shape to satisfy the secured claims and save the 
hypothecated claims from sacrifice. In this he 
was aided by Mr. Cooke himself, whose valua- 
bie labors, advice, and tact he acknowledges. 

At the first meeting of the creditors in Jan- 
uary, 1874, Mr. Lewis was elected Trustee of the 
estate, with a committee of five creditors to as- 
sist him. The secured claims, amounting to 
$1,600,000 were first paid off, and in May the 
first dividend was declared, but net 
paid, owing to a decision of Judge 
Cadwalader, of the United States Court, 
denying their authority to do so under the law; 
but this decision was reversed in October fol- 
lowing by the Circuit Court. In the meantime 
other claims were presentec, the most formid- 
able being that of the Navy Department against 
the individual estates of the partners. This 
claim for a balance due the Government of 
$736,797 was resisted on various grounds, and 
carried up to the Supreme Court, where the de- 
cision was against the Trustees. 

Aiter more of the law's delay, which it is not 
necessary to detail, the first dividend of 5 per 
cent, amounting to $439,454.88, was paid in 
January, 1875. Three hard years followed,— 
years of general depression, decline in real 
estate, and shrinkage in all values. Some of the 
discouraged creditors sold their claims for a 
song, others charge them up to profit and loss 
to get rid of them in their accounts; but Jay 
Cooke, never losing confidence, advised all to 
hold on to their claims. ‘Don’t part with 
them, be said, *‘ while there is a crust of bread 
to be begged.”

the creditors who had received distribution in 
kina and to those who had neglected or refused 
to take it, so that it stood as a distribution of 
assets proportionately, irrespective of any par- 
ticular estimate or valuation. The bonds of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Comoany remaining 
in the hands of theMrustee had been converted 
into preferred stock, and, the Lake Superior & 
Mississippi Railroad having been seid out, its 
bonds had been converted into stock of the St. 
Paul & Duluth Kailroad Company. At 
the time of the second 5 per cent 
dividend and distribution in kind, the 
Trustee, in addition thereto, delivered to 
such of the creditors as bad not received their 
pro rata of the distribution of Jau. 2, 1875, 
in the following proportions, without any par- 
ticular valuation being affixed: Northern Pacific 
preferred, seven shares for every $1,000 of 
claims; Gregon Steam Navigation Company 
three and one-half shares for every $1,000 of 
claims, and common stock of. the St. Paul & 
Daluth Railroad Company, one and a half shares 
for every $1,000 of claims. The second distribu- 
tion in kind which was delivered to the creditors 
at the same time was made on the following 
basis: Northern Pacific preferred, one and ove- 
half shares, St. Paul & Duluth preferred, three- 
fourths of a sbare, and St. Paul & Duluth com- 
mon, one and one-fourth shares on every $1,000 
of claims. At the same time Mr. Lewis submit- 
ted to the creditors a plan for a scrip dividend 
which has sin e been approved, and he figured 
out with some exultation—a feeling that was 
shared by the creditors and the public—that the

Eads declared bimself unable 
to meet bis obligations; but hoped to pay the 
bank out of money to be received in the 
future from the United States Government 
on account of the — enterprise. ‘The other 
Directors were individually insolvent. Eads 
had profited very much more than any of his 


led to the destruction of the bank and the crim- 
mal indictment of its officers. As controlling 
Director be bad made free use of its funds in 
some of his earlier enterprises. The jetties 
finished the work of ruin. 

It was in 1875 that Capt. Eads prevailed upon 
Congress to authorize the construction of the 
jetties on the stipulation that he was to have 
Jive and one-quarter million dollars for the work. 
All but a million of the total amount was to be 
paid in installments from time to time as he 
was securing a channel thirty feet deep and 350 
feet wide. When that was attained the entire 
sum was to be consWlered as earned. Neither 
the depth tor the width specified has been 
attained; but Congress, by its actsof June 
19, 1878, and March 3, 1879, % modified the 
original contract as fo let Eads off witha 
less depth and width of channel. The last 
million dollars, it was provided, was to remain 
in the hands of Government, one-half for ten 
years, the other balf for twenty years, as secur- 
ity for the permanence and effectiyeness of the 
jetties. Goveroment, meanwhile, was to pay 
interest at 5 per cent on the hostage money. 

Now, ia the act passed by Congress, it was 
provided that the money should be paid to Capt. 
Eads, his assigns aud legal representatives.’’ 
This phraseology was intended, as it was un- 
derstood, to enable Eads to assign bis future 
payments, and thus assist him in borrowing 
money in anticipation of or during the progre 
of the work. 
was the prime Manager, was at once called upon 
to supply funds on that security. One of the 
latest drafts made upon it before its failure was 
a loan of $125,000 in the name of the Secretary 
of the Jetties Company—and this Secretary 
soop afterward testified that he was worth only 
$10,000—upon a collateral of one of Eads’ as- 
signments. 

When the exposure of the bank’s ruin came, a 
number of the swindled stockbolders sought an 
interview with Capt. Eads and demanded an ex- 
planation of his agency in the wrecking of the 
institution, 

The amount for which he was at that time, in 
one way and another, liabie to the bank was not 
far from $1,500,000. 

Cant. Eads endeavored to the clamor? 
ous shareholders by telling them a flattering tale 
about his jetties. He made a statement of the 
amount already expended on the work, and an 
estimate of the amount which would be re- 
quired to complete it. The margin of profit on 
the contract, he claimed, would be so large that 
he could easily pay all that he owed the bank. 
In his rose-hued sketch of the situation, the 
money which the Government was to pay him, 


would be sufficient to meet ail its debts and 
leave a handsome balance for distribution 
among the stockholders, — 

In this interview Eads, who is a consummate 
actor, professed the most absolute sincerity. 
Upon being asked to secure the stockholders by 
an assignment of his day ments from the Gov- 
ernment to the amount of his liability to the 
bank, be cordially assented. An ＋ 24 
was drawn up» executed, and sent to War 
Department in Washington, through which the 
money bad to come. 

But when the first of the payments thus as- 
signed became due, Eads drew a warrant for the 
money in hisown name. The Secretary of War 
refused to pay him untfl the question of the 
ownership of the money was decided. That 
— was reierred to Gen. Devens, of the 

epartment of Justice. In due time Gen. 
Devens, of the Department of Justice, furnished 
Capt. Eads with an opinion to the effect that the 
word “assigns ’’ in law did not mean “assigns” 
as it is popularly understood in equity,—in fact, 
that it did not mean anything at all. 

Thus fortified, Eads himself drew the money 
that he had assigued for the benefit of the plun- 
dered stockholders of the bank. He has con- 
tinued to draw the assigned money ever since,
